Continuation of the Hiffory of the Diets of Po- 
land , which was publifhed in 1697.

to promife, He difcovers abundance of Secret Intrigues, and the 
Caufés of a great Number of Matters of Fatt, of which the 
_ Publick hath as yet had a very.Superficial Account. This £7- 

flory begins with the Death of the late King of Polend, and 
ends at the Conjunétion of the Cardinal Primate, and_thofe of 
his Party who'itood for the Prince of Comti, with the Party of 
the prefent Kirig. We halltake Notice bere of fome of the Ce-

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Fobn Ml. the late King of Poland, perfwaded himiif, That 
the beft Way for him to continue the wnin his F Family, was

foe Friends, becaufe he could not acquire fuch vaft Riches, with- 
out difobliging abundance of People. A Jew of Ca/a/, named 
Fonas, infinuated himfelf into his Court, under the Notion of 
an able Phyfitian. His Credit brought abundance of other Jews 
to Court, and one of them, called Berb/al, being informed of 
the King ‘and Queen’s Difpofition, proffered to Farm oneof the 
King’s Demefnes, offering a-third more for it, than "twas really 
worth. His Propofal was accepted with great Satisfaction, and 
he was engaged to Farm others of the Demefnhes, on the fame 
Conditions. ThePrince appeared fo well fatisied with his Con- 
du&t, that he granted divers other Favours at his Requeft ; fo 
that, in fhort, every Body applied thetnfelves to him for vacant

The Houfe-of Szpiehe, the moft Potent of all Lithzania,- was 
an Irreconcileable ~ fe to the Royal Family , becaufé the de- 
ceafed King, being megs of their Power, had, in order to 
leffen them, raifed the Family of the Kz:rz/pins, originally 
from Conningsberg, to an higher degree than they dared almott 
to pretend to. This wasitthat brought the Family of Sepicba 
into the Prince of Comzi’s. Intereft, and occafioned the Queen’s 
prevailing with the Army of Lithuania, to confedesate againft 

that Family. Our Author alledges, That this Princefs, the Car- 
dinal Primate, and French Ambadlador a€ted by Concert at firft, 

but that they forfook her at laft, becaufé fhe would nor follow 
their Advice. Finding that her Defigns would not do, fhe de- 
clared for Prince ames, but the whole Nation being fo. much 

Enemies to the Royal Family, it was no wonder that fhe did 
not fucceed. The French Ambaflador underftanding the Secret

nding betwixt the feveral Parties of the Dutchy, who 
omen to declare themfélves in Favour of the Candidate that 
fhould propofe.

Poles to precipitate the Eleftion ; fo that the Foreign Cand tates 
having notime to Negotiate their Affairs, the Poles might de- 
termine in favour of Priace Famés, But thofe Prattites being 
difcovered, the Eleftion was put off till after Winter. 

- The Queen had a mind to the Honor of being thought to have 
pacified the Army, and for that end advanced ‘So00o0 Crowns, 
which the Troops demanded. By this fhe thought to have pro- 
cured the Complements of the Nobility, but ail faid was, 
_that thofe who ftirred up Revolts, were more obliged than 


others to a é them.

The Queen, as we have heard cee had laid outa Great

{poil her of the reft, + (tothe end fhe might notemploy it in fa- 
vour of her Son.) and likewife how to make it ufetul to his Ma- 
fter, for the Execution of his Defigns. He propofed her fend- 
ing two Millions into Fraace, tor an Annual Incom; which 
might be a Support to her whatever- happened. He pofleffed 
her with an Opinion of the fafety and profitablenefS of laying 
@ut her Money that Way, fhe was catched with this Bair, and that 
ber Sons Alexander and Conftantine fhould give no Umbrage of 
Jealoufie to her eldeft Son, fhe fent them into Evance with - this 
= mm , which compleated the Ruine of Prince ames. his

After having explained all thofe Intrigues, our Author. menti- 
ons all the Pretenders to the Crown of Poland, and forgets not 
Don Livio Odefchalchi, Nephew to Innocent XI. The Poles 
laughed at this Candidate, and made Pafquils againft him. 


The Inventory of his Eftate, -which was publithed in fome Jour- 
nals, was their Invention, and, to make it more ridiculous, 
they be in two Ancient Statues of Remus and Romulus, and a 


Brafs Medal of Orho, to pay two Quarters to the Army. Alter 
Yefeh — there was little, or no more, mention made of 0.

The Caftellan of Gem, Sobn Przependowski, a Man of 
Wit and Intrigue,’and who of a Lutheran, became a Roman C2- 
tholic, that he. might be made a Senator, being wholly ad- 
di&ted to raife his Fortune, was in Prince Fames’s Intereft, fo 
long as he thought that Prince was likely to fucceed:But finding iv 
decline, he and.all the Pruffians embarked in the French Intereit. 
He afted his part therein for. fome.Months; after which he. 
abandoned is, under Pretext that the French Ambaflador did not 
contide enovghinhim. Hehadmarrieda Daughter of General 
Elemmings, who was in the Elector of Brandenburg’s Service. 
He underftood by hisFather-in-Law, That rhe Ele€tor of Saxony 
had an incurable Ambition for a Throne.. He wrote about it .to 
the Chevalier Flemming, Colonel .of a Regiment in the Saxon 
Service, and Coufin German to his own Lady ; and_ upon his 
Antwerhe came to Drefilen,. He explained to the a the. 

| yitem, 
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Syftem that the Prince of Conti defigned to follow to attain the 
Crown, and acquainted him at the fame time, that though the 
Party of the faid Prince was-very potent, *twas not impoflible 
to defeat him, if the Elector would follow the fame Plan,which 
was amongtt other things to promife folemnly to the Republick, 
to give three Millions to pay the Armies; and to thew the 
Summ to the Commiffioners before the Ele€tion. He added, 
that the Ambaflador of; Kvance, could not acquit himfelf of his 
Promifes ; that fince the 5 or 600000 Francs he had received, 
they had not fent him above 600000 Livres by Bills to Demt- 
fick ; That he had been obliged to proteft his Bills of Exchange, 
and that the Queen had {0 great an bceeeh in the Bankers of that 
City, that there was no likelihood of his being better ferved in 
time coming. 
The Eleétor followed this Plan exa€tly : He advanced fome 
Troops to Torgau near Si/efia , on pretence of entring in the 
Emperor’s Name into the Affairs of the Succeffion of Mekelbourg. 
He gathered up Money with great diligence, and by the Sale of 
his Rights, as to the Succeflion of Sax Lawenburg, and of the 
Revenues of his Demefines in Mi/nia, by the extraordinary Con- 
tributions in his Dominions, by the three Years Subfidies that 
the Emperer paid him; and by other,Methods he had all the 
neceffary»Summs at hand when his Competitors were exhautted, 
and partieularly the French Ambaffador, who could not have any 
Money for the Reafons juft now mentioned, and other Difap- 
pointments, which our Author givesan Account of. There are 
alfo to be found the particular Reafons which obliged the 
Court of Vienna to favour. the Intentions of the Eleétor of 
Saxony. Hitherto wedid not underftand why the, Nuncio fellin 
with the fame. Party, and gave the .finifhing Stroak by con- 
firming, at the time of the Ele&tion, the Bifhop of Raab’s Cer- 
tificate , importing that the EleCtor had abjured Lutheranifm. 
Our Author acquaints us, That the .Nuncio Davia acted thus 
out of Gratitude to the Ele€tor who had procured the Freedom 
of one of his Nephews, the Marquis de Davia, who was taken 
Prifoner by the Turks, whom Fraace, to whom the Nuncio had 
applied himfelf, either would not, or could not relieve. It was 
the Chevalier F/emming, whom the Elector fent. into Poland, to 
take care of his Interefts; and, “tis faid, one of the Reasons 
why he fucceded, was that he began after the French Ambaflador, 
who, on that Account could not get the Elettor excluded - a “s 
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etty Diets, as tis believed he might have done, had he fooner 
et that Princes Pretenfions. 

It being the Cuftom for the Ambaflador’s of Princes to ha- 
rangue the Diet before the Ele€tion, the Poles were much fur. 
prized, that the French Ambaflador did not follow it, but con- 
tented himfelf with Printing the Offers made by the Prince of 
Conti, and difperfing Copies of them. Our Author explains. 
the Keafon of it. The Emperor’s Minifter, who read his Ha- 
rangue in the Diet, was interrupted by fome who thought he 
did not exprefS himfelf in fuch honourable Terms, as became a 
Free and Crowned Republick,, and becaufe he did not change 
his Stile, they could not forbear reproachful Language ; this 
vexed him fo much, that his Nofe fell a bleeding, which, toge- 
ther with their Clamour and Noifé, hindered his going on with. 
it. Thofe whowere of that Ambaffador’s fide faid, they would 
avenge themfelves next Day, when the French Ambaflador made. 
his Harangue. He being informed of it, thought he ought nor to 
expofe himfelfto the Affront. The Affairs of his Candidate were 
however ona very good Foot, for all the other Pretenders to- 
gether had not fo many Votes, as he alone; and if the Car- 
dinal Primate had improved the Opportunity to proclaim the 


Prince of Conti then when the Companies of 29 Palatinates 


who almoft all of them declared for the Prince , wete ranked. 
on oné fide, whilft thofe who were for the reft of the Pre- 
tenders ftood on the other, the Matter had been decided in fa- 
vour of the French Candidate ; but the Spirits of the People 
being mightily heated, and the Cafdinal being. afraid they 
would come to a Battle, he was perfwaded to forbear till next 
Day, under Pretext that the Night drew on, and by this means 

ve an eS rege to the Parties of the other Candidates to 
all in with the Elettor of Saxony’s Party ; and by‘Confequence 
to the double Ele&tion that “oon next Day. Our Asthor-

When we read, That the. Anniverfaries of the Birth of Mar. 

tyrs were celebrated by; the, Primitive Chriftians, thofe Days até 
in no wifeto be underftood to be their Birth-Days. For very many 
of the Primitive Chriftians.abftained from celebrating their Birth 
Days, nay, they abhorred it ; this the Author demontftrates by 
Tettimonies out of Origen and Ferome. But we mutt under. 
{tand them of the Days of their Death, wherein having received 
the Crown of Martyrdom,. they bid farewel to the World. A. 
mong the many Téftimonies of the Do&tors. of the Church that 
demonftrate this, we will give you but one of Peer Chry/ologus, 
Bifhop of Ravevina, who flourified “in the “Vth Century, he in 
his Speech to St. Cyprian fpeaks thus : “ My Beloved, when you 
“ hear of the.Birth-Days.of Saints, don’t think it means the Day 
“ wherein they. were. born into the World of the Flefh; but from 
“ Earth toHéaven,from Labour ‘toReft,fromTemptations to Quiet, 
“. fromTorments to Delight, not tranfitory bur ftable and eternal’; 
“from earthly Scoffs toa Crown of Glory :. Such’ Birth-Days 
“of Martyrs are worthily celebrated: From which Words the - 
Reafon of this Appellation is evident, to wit, that fuch Days 
were by the Ancient Chriftians called Birth-days, to denote, that 

Aartyts..being now freed from all Miferies, had exchanged 
Death, with a far berter ‘Life, and pafléd to an Erernal ‘and im- 
mortal State ; and'were truly regenerated.. So Puslinis the Bithop, 
on the Birth of Eelix 1. * -. Ae oneal, tie Oe

From thofe Words. the Author 
infers, That: Polye A was the firft Martyr whofe Memory was 
publickly celebrated, with folemn Honour. Becaufe Ferome in 
his Catalase of the famous Doétors of the Church, makes no 
doubt to call. him the. Prince of all Afa, and the People of 
na call him, Sdldonxcaroy a'erosonindy 4 rgogutiaoy, Fc, Thatis, Toe 
hay and Prophetick Door, » Bihop ne Catbolick Church of 
Smyrna. Therefore: when Polyc ed Martyrdom, Azne 
Chriftt. 170.. atcording to iene culation of Exjebius in his 
Chronicle, it :is evident, fays our Author, at what time thofe 
Birth-Day  Solemnities began to be celebrated in the Chriftiaw 
Church. Neverthelefs there ‘are -thofe who give a far more 
Ancient Original to this Cuftom, and derive’ it from the time 
of the Apoftles. Among them is Henry Valois, who in his’ 
Annotations.on the Fragment: of the Epiftle of the Church’ of 
Smyrna, which is in Eufebius Lib, IV) Hift.

under Ground, gave rife to Church-Yards ; for that the Chriftians 


called the Places f0,in which the dead Bodies of the Saints were 


buried, which were without the City not far from the Gate, 


feems probable. In thefe,Church-Yards, fays he, the Martyrs 
had more lofty Tombs: On which fometitnes Tztulus for an 
Epitaph, was wrote, And from thofe Titles, he thinks the 
hurches themfelves in which the Bodies: of the: Martyts were 
kept. were'called ‘Iitu/s. . But Baromut gives us another Original. 
in bis, Notes,on the Roman Martyrology, namely, that in thae

hindred Entering into them; at length when in the Reign of 
Conftantine, God indulged his People with perfe& Tranquility, 
arid all the Church-Yards were reftored to them, and moft Mag- 
nificent Churches built in honour of the Martyrs, the moft part 
of which were therefore called Martyria ; Then they tranflated 
the Bonesf the Martyrs into thofe Temples, and in them they 
celebrated the Anniverfaries of their Martyrs Births: But the 
Cuftom of affembling in the Church-Yards about the Sepulchres 
ot the Martyrs did not prefently ceafe, efpecially fo long. as 
their Reliques were not tranflated into-a more Iuftrious Place. 


CAP. IV. : 

Here our AU TH OR proceeds to : the various Ceremonies 
ufed on Anniverfaries, which we'll briefly defcribe. When the 
Birth-Day of any Martyr drew nigh, it was either publickly

Buta great 
peers HE a — v ome on of thefé 
_nniverfaries, having appointed: Watches,, at firft in the Church- 
Yards, afterwards in the Temples at the Sepulchres: of. the Mat- 
tyrs, the Tombs being ftrowed with Flowers and often watered 
with Wine, yea, fometimés with Oyntment-or Balfom, the Re- 
licks of the rs were carried about and: moiftned with the 
Kiffes of the People ; their Deeds were read over ; H 





were fing, and Orations inade. in praifé of the Martyrs.’ All

Bue 
in proceis of time the Chriftians degenerated from. that Purity of 
Manners ; fo that ‘on thofe Anniverfaries” inftead of Religious 
Devotion , Gluttony.,” Drunkennef§, and all kind of Luxury 
fucceeded. And although the Ecclefiaftical Doftors inveighed 
tharply againft that Corruption of Maniieis, it was a difficult 
Task to root out that evil Cuftom. -Thée Wordsof Ambrofé and 
Auguftin, wherein they fharply oppofeé thefé -Invirations to the 
Sepulchres of the Martyrs, our Author thinks fir to infért. For 
hein Lib, De Elia & Feumo,fays, * Like as they who carry Cups 
“ to the Sepulchres of Martyrs; and there drink ‘till Evening, 
* and otherwife believe they can’t be heard. O the folly of 
‘ Men;:who think: Drunkennefs ‘a Sactifice, who think they 
* pleafé. thofe in DrunkennefS, who by fafting learn’d how to: 
* mortifie their Paffions. But Auguftin, inSerm.1o1. Dé Diverfis,’ 
reprehends ‘thefe Drunkards thus, * The Martyrs hate your Fia-

*: thefe things ; .they don’t love them that do thofé things. : 
The African Churches alfo degenerated into that Corruption 
of Manners'‘and Luxury as well: as the reft, as ourAuthor de- 
monftrates from the many: Reproofs by’ Cyprian; Auguftine and 
others ; yet the. Afticans cameto'that height of Superftition that 
they believed thofé dainty Suppers and druken Bouts, gave fome - 
Comfort to the Souls of! the deseaféds  Thofe Banquets‘ were : 
held arifirft in the 'Church-Yards afterwards in the very-Churches, 
and: with fuch. Immodefty and Pride, that’ the Holy: ‘Religi- 
on_of the Place:could not hinder the pyre cr ieee ool 
Men... Thefe and thelike Abufes gave tife to thofé Canons of the” 
Councils, wherein thofe abomi Tipplings in’ the Temples: 
were forbidden.Concetning which isthe 28thCanon of the Council

Churches, nor eat, nor cover Fables in the Hosfe of: God. ;

Eeing thofe {peaking Pigtures, which we call Hieroglpphicks 
S and Lodlonaione ball grateful to many Learned and Carious 
Perfons in this and the preceding Age, our Author was induced 
to give the Learned World, a Specimen of his Skill and Induftry 
in that kind of Invention, He hath many famous Predeceffors, 
whom he might partly imitate in their Work, who although 
they may feem to have brought the Art to Perfeftion, yet. they 
could not fo perfett it, but they might leave Room for others to 
make large ings after them, Philip Picinellim, (that: we 
may but juft mention thofe our Authornames) formerly publifh- 
fhed his Mundus Symbolicus, which Work was fo y ap 
plauded by all Men, that inlef§ than 25 Years time, there was 
two Izelian and four Latin Editions of it publifhed. Father Clau- 
dius Francis Meneftrerivs, of the Society of Jefus, when he faw 
Picinellus had omitted many Emblems, namely thofé which were 
ufed in France,that were not inferior to thofe of Italy, publithed all 
thofe that were in French,for the honour of his Country(yet inter- 

ixing many Foreign Ones ) in his Philofophia Imagiaum, which 
Book being tranflated into Latin, by the Care:of the ¥axjjfons,was 
printed at asp 1695. But thofe Authors having colletted’ 
no other Emblems, than what were invented by their Countrymen, 
and taking no Notice of :thofé that were invented by Germans, 
Poles other Writers, our Author thought he might ‘do 2? 
Piece of Service'to the Publick, if he fhould comprize the Ger- 
man and Polifh Hieroglyphicks in thefe two Volumes, and by 
that means compofe a little Body of the choiceft. 

Therefore in this Book you have Emblems colle€ted in Fos 
from Writers of both thofe Nations, partly from the Pt 
Mosfuments and partly invented by the Author. And to er 
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ClafS of Hieroglyphicks as being intermixed with the reft. the’ 
Author would have had an Afterisk affixed ; but feeing by the 
Negligence of the Correftors, an Alterisk is prefixed to other 
Emblems, the Glory of whofe Invention the Author doth in no 
wile arrogate to himfelf, therefore he forewarns the Reader thar 
he take no more Notice of them, than if they were not there. 
Moreover, that he may the more fully fhew his Candor, he 
tells the Reader, that he hath not only taken Pains to infeért in his 
Work the moft exquifite Emblems, but alfo inditlerent Ones. He 
profeffes that in this thing he imitates Ape//es, who drew no 
Picture fo perfect, but he mixt Shadows with the Light, where- 
by the reft might bethe more Confpicuous. Which Practice of 
his he were that Similitude which Meneftrerias hath in his 
Preface to his Work, ‘ thatit is with Symbols as with the Hea-. 
‘ vens, in which all the Stars are not of the firft Magnitude, for 
‘ there are fome Cloudy, and others fo very little that they can’t 
‘ be perceived without the help’ of. Perfpe€tives, which never. 
© thelefS the curiofity of Learned Men will not fuffer to lie hid. 
Moreover, the Author deférvedly beggs of the Reader, thar the 
Printer’s faults may. not be imputed to him, becaufe going to 
Warfaw, he was obliged to commit the Care of Correcting the 
Sheets to others, by reafon of the great diftance of Place. He 
asks pardon for thofe Faults which the Learned may judge this 
Apelies hath committed againft the Rules of Herow Symbols, 
efpecially when hitherto we have no proper Syitem of that Art, 
and that Authors in no wife agree in affigning Rules, ‘which he 
endeavours to prove, by producing the Tettimonies of Mz/trin., 
Meneftrerius and Labbeus. . 

But becauf he hath Hieroglyphicks on almoft every kind of 
thing, there is no need to recite the 25 Books (for into fo many 
are thofe two Volumes divided ) or’ their Chapters and Argu- 
ments at large, but fome memorable ones here and there fhall be 
laid before the Reader, that from thence he*may judge of the

M. VVafferbach afterwards Examings if there be any Remains 
of that Ancient Monument, and rejects as a Fable, what other 
Authors write; That Charlemagne ordered it to be buried under 
Ground in the Country where the Abbey of Corby was lately 
built, and that Louis /e Debonaire caufed it to be brought from 
thence to fet it in the Church of Hi/derfheim where it was made 
ufe of to hold the Tapers. — 

He hath added to this Treatife, two Differtations: The firft 
on the Vi€tory obtained by Arminius, in 762. of the Foundation 
of Rome, and the other on the Statue of VVitikind and Charile: 
magne, where he makes it appear, that it was not at all for the 
extraoadinary greatneis of their Size, but for the glory of their 
Exploits that they were firnamed she Great.

y is generally known that the Orcades are a Knot of Iflands, 
in Number 32. fcituated in the Northern Ocean, on the North 
of Scotland. is there much more of them known, no Body 
haying given themfeélves the trouble to write the Hiftory of 
them,’ perhaps becaufe they did not think there was Matter for 

» itor granting that fome things worthy to be recorded,might have 
happened among them, they thought that the ngage ee pe 

nhab 
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fahabitants had cauféd them to be forgot. But: M. Torffzus 
Hiftoriographer to the King of Denmark, in turning over the 
Archives of that Nation, hath found Matter enough to compofe 
a Volume, and fince nothing was expected thence that alone 
might ferve to excite our Curiofity to know how the Author hath 
brought his Defign to bear. 

‘Tis certain, that the Name of thofé Iflands is very Ancient. 
They bore this Name above 400 Years before Chrift, but ’tis not 
known whether they were then inhabited. C. Tacitus fays, A- 
gricola was the firft of the Romans, who Azo Chrifti $1. difco- 
vered Britain to be an [fland. He failed round the fame and 
diftovered the Orcades, which he {eized ; apparently they were 
not defolatein thofe Days. Fuvenal likewifé {peaks of that Con. 
queft. They are alfo found mentioned in the Divifion of the Em. 
pire, between Conffantine the Great’s Sons. After that the Bri 
tains were freed from the Roman Yoke, the Orcades werea Prey- 
to the next Comers. The Inhabitants {till fpeak the Gothick Lan. 
guage, but the reafon is not known. Belivs King of a Province 
of Norway, ravaged them and feta Count over them, for their 
Commander. As they were defencelefS, fo they were the retreat 
of Pirates, without any Government. The Priefts continued 
Mafters of them when the Corfairs abandoned them. Their 
being fojlittle regarded fhews that they were thought to beof no 
great Importance. They were thus fibjett to be blundred till the 
Reign of Harold King of Norway, who Anno 775. {cized on the 
Orcades, and eftablifhed aGovernment there. They were. go. 
verned by Counts. Our Author, amongft others, makes menti- 
on of one of their Counts called Eimer, who was brother to 
Raoul, the firfi Duke.of Normandy, he was called Ezsur de /: 
Tourbe, i.e. Einar of the Turf, becaufe he taught the Inhabi 
tants of the Orcades,to-make ufe.of Turf inftead of VVood,which 
is wanting inall thofe Iflands. Many times the Counts have been fo 

uiffant as to wage War on Scotland; and.to overrun fome of the 
oe Provinces. They fubdued likewife the Hebrides ; fo 
that they were rather Sovereigns, under the. Protettion of the 
Kings of Norway, than ordinary Governours. Theis Children 
commonly divided among themifelves that muttitude of Iflands, 
and they ufed themas an Hereditary Patrimony. Their priger 
pal Riches confifted in Piracy and Plundering the Coafts”of 


Scotland, England and Ireland. This was a Trade that oo 
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petty Sovereigns, thought it an Honour to follow. The King. 
dom of England being divided. into feven Kingdoms by the 
Saxons, and the Wars thatthe Danes raifed in Eng/end,t the be- 
ginning of the XI. Century, afflured thofe Pirates. of Impu- 
nity, and favoured their Ravages and Invafions. | This is 
what our Author hath moft remarkable concerning the Lives 
of the Counts of the Orcades. Monf. Forffews brings it 
down no further than the Year 1222. after which he is lett by 
his only. Author from whom he could have any Light or Affift- 
ance, Tt is the Chronicle of an Iflander. In thofé Ages of 
Darknef§ and Ignorance the Inhabitants of I//and cultivated the 
Sciences, and though they were feated in the frozen Sea, and in 
the Northern Hoar-frofts, they had Poets who fang the moft 
remarkable Events of their time, to petpetuate the Remem- 
brance of them. Saxo the Grammarian who flourifhed in the 
XIl Century, gives them an honourable Charaéter. He faith, 
that being neither rendred effeminate, nor diftra&ted : by fenfual 
Pleafures, but reduced toa neceflary Sobriety by the Barrennef of 
their Country. They informed themfelves with great diligence, 
as to what was tranfafted by their Neighbours, and. that: it ts 
from them we may have infight into the Hiftory of the North. 

The fecond Book contains only a Lift’ of all the Bithops and 
Counts that governed the Orcades till 1459.. The Neighbour- 
hood of thofe Ifles to Scotland, occafioned frequent Quarrels 
between the Kings of Scotland and Denmark. For the. prevent- 
ing of which Chriftian I. King of Denmark, gave his, Daughter 
Margaret to Fames Wl.K. of Scotland, and with her the Orcades 
for her Portion. Which Contraét-is in force to this Day. . . 

This* being the Hiftory of a Part of the Dominions of ;the 
Crown of Great Britain, we thought. fit-to infert it for the Sa- 
tisfa€tion of the Curious, efpecially being wrote.by. an. Author 
of fuch Opportunity as av - Hiftoriographer to the King of Den- 
mark, whofe Anceftors fometimes pofleffed thofe Iflands. 
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Salvation My Chrift alone (as it-ts exprefily laid down in the Scriptures) 
agreeable ro the Rules of Reafon, and vo the Laws of Fuftice. ‘The 
whole intermix’d with feveral prattical Reflections, divetting and pers 
{wading to a Chriftian Life. Towhich is added, a hort Inquiryin- 
tothe State of thofe Men in a future Life, who never heard of Fefus 
Chrift the Saviour in this Life. By Tho. Staynoe, Minister of the 
United Parifhes. of Chrift-Churcht and-St. Leotard, Folter-Lane.

His is a noble Subject which Mr. Staynoe has entred upon ; 

3 and yet ‘tis become a very hard Task to evince the Truth 
of it to thofe, who in this Jaft Age are blinded with Prejudice, and 
harden’d to all Conviction. Were not fome Men thus prejudic’d 
and harden’d, they would not thus obftinately ftand out againft fo 
much Light and Conviction, as have of late been offer’d to them 
by feveral other Learned Difcourfes on this Subje&. But’ not- 
withftanding former Attempts of this Nature, yet (as our An- 
thor very well obferves) Infidelity and Immorality do ftill go on, 
and gain Ground ; and therefore we ought in Honefty, {till to 
apply Remedies as we find the Contagion fpread. 

Mr. Staynoe, by way of Preface to the Difcourfe it felf, offers 
fomething to the Confideration of two forts of Readers; firft, 
tothofe who deny the Doérine propos’d, fuch are either Sober 
and Serious, o: elfe Vicious and Prophane: and fecondly to thofe 
who own it, and yet differ with him in fome Propofitions 
that he lays down. To each of thefe he applies himfelf diftinély, 
but we leave that to the perufal of thofe Readers, who»are more 
immediately concern’d, and pafs on to the Difcourfe it felf. 

This the Author has divided into Fourteen Chapters, of fome 
of which with the Jstrodxftion we fhall give you a fhort and plain 
Account. sc lieetnr Seba ) 

In the Jntroduftion he tells us, That Salvation implies in the ve- 
ry Notion of it, either the Prevention of fome Mifchief , to’ 
which we are Obnoxious; or a Deliverance from fome A4i/chief 
which we attwally faffer. Now to the better rere : 
the Nature and Fuftice of the Salvation of Mankind ae Fefus Chrift, 
he fays, that the true Knowledge of the Occafion and 1Varure of the 
Mifebief from which they were fav’d, will very highly .conduce. 
In order to this, he laysdown at: large the :firit Law of 


vento Man, by the Tranfgreflion of which he incurr’d that Mif- 
ee mire chief, 
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chief, from which he was to be fav’d. - Upon this Law ‘he makes 
feveral Remarks, and for the Refolution of that Doubt, which 
has been among Learned Men,whether this firft Law be a Aferalor 
only pofitive Law; he confiders firft,what is exprefly.contain’d inthe 
Law, and fecondly, what is implied under fuch Expreffion; and 
from whathe fays on thefe Heads he draws this Conclution : “That 
: though the Defignation of the particular Thing, viz. the Tree 
(an the midit of the Garden, was Arbitrary, and therefore pof- 
ge EVE> Yet the Defignation of Something was, as Juft and Wile, 
b fo Moral and Neceflary too; at leaft fo far as it is f0, that 

God’s Supreme Right ought to be aflérted and owned. . After 
this he tells us in feven particulars, what may be learnt from his 
former Obfervations;, which Inferences being fomewlhiat extra 
ordinary, and contrary to the Notions.of fome Men, we thiok 
Proper to infert, leaving the World tq. judge.of the Reafonable- 
nels of them. “By what has been fpoken, (fays our Author) we 
., May learn (1.) That the. Sin exprefsly prohibited by.the Law 
¢, (meaning the firft Law given to Adan:)may therefore be efteem- 
; eda lefler Sin, becaufe it is only a, Sin againft-a pofitive Law. 
‘(2.) That the exprefs. penalty of the Law is only a. punifhment 
¢, threatned againft the Tranfgreffion of the exprefs prohibition 
. of the Law ; which exp penalty is only Tezporal Death. 
-* (3.) Such punithment fo threatned againft the ‘Tranfgrellion of 
<, the exprefs Law, is exprefs, abfolute and peremptory; from 

whence (he adds) it may beconcluded, that.we all dic a Tem- 
“ noral Death for Adam’s Sin.. (4,) As the Moral Law. couch’d 
“ in the pofitive Law is not exprefs, fo neither is there. any ¢x- 
“* prefs Punifhment threatned to the Tranigreffion of are apc 
“Law. (s.) Asthe Sin againft the Moral Duty, whichisonly 
“ implied in the Law (were that Duty fuppofed, to be expre 
‘“‘ Law ) is greater tham the Sin againft the exprefs, but politive 
‘aw: So (were therea punifhment to be exprefly affigned to

hifhment is only attainable by 7efus Chrift alone. This pofition he 
grounds upon the memorable words of §t. Peter, Afls 4. v, 19. 
which run thus, Neither & there Salvation in any other: For rhere 
ts no other Name under Heaven given among Men, wherchy we mut 
be faved. After'a Bricf Explanation of thefe words, and fome 
few Reflections made on the Matter of Fatt, he proceeds to thew 
that Mankind had brought themfelves into fo forlorn a Condition, 
by their Sin ; that there does not appear in Juftice any probable, 
or indeed any’ poffible way for their Salvation, but only by the 
{ncarnation and | Death of the Son of God. For the proof of this, 
he raifes and confirms feveral Propolitions, the firft of which he 
‘difcuffes in this Chapter, and is ds follows; Thar Mifery_ and 
Death, or, im one Word, T bat a ENGCANCE “ts, as the Just, fo alfo the 
Neceffary Wages of Sin. To allert the Truth of this Propotition, 
he lays down thefe particulars: (1.) ThatGod in his own Natare 
is Holy. (2.) That God loves himfelf; from the confideration of 
both which, he draws this Inference, that he cannot chafe but 
hate and abhor whatfoever is contrary to fuch his Nature: 
And becanfe all Sin and: WickednefS is fo; that therefore he can- 
not chufé but hate and abhor it. “Then he proceeds to lay down, 
(3.). That the Life and Happinefs of all God’s Creatures is only 
the effect of the fe uF edie Wilt ~~ irsepamaht (4. Haber it 
is only the Exercife 0 s Good ‘Will towards us, that does 
indeed and in truth, make way for the Exercife of his Juftice upon 
us. (%.) comet ren he al ao it to oe: egrvoaar ge — 
ther when” takes any thing us, which, upon the Ac- 
count of kis Good-Will and Pleafure, be had bettowed upon 
us ; whether, in ficha Cafe, the true and juft Reafon, why he 
does fo, is not, becaufe we by our Sins have turned fuch his 
Good-Will towards ‘us, into his Difpleafure againft us? Thefe 
are the particulars which he illeftrates ia Confirmation of his 
firft —— -: eS i Pea all, Anfwers an Objection 
that ‘might ‘be' made is oe: ue

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Truth of this, he offers the following Confiderations ; . ¢1.). That 
what God may do, and what he has declared he willdo, are very 
different and diftin® things. (2.) That he who brought us the 
Gofpel-Di/penfation, in order to the pardon. of our Sins, does. ia 
that Difpenfation require our Repentapce inorder to fuch Pardon, 
(3.) That an Abfolute pardon of Sin fights. againft all; that had 
been faid under the laft Head, concerning, the neceflary Juttice 
of Punifhment, and therefore till all that. be wiped away, we 
may upon thofe Grounds deny, that there is any fuch fort of 
Pardon. (4.) That if we fhould fuppofe or allow fuch a Thing 
as an Abfolate Forgivenefs ; then. we may alfo allow, thatit may 
be the fame thing, whether a Man has been the Best or the Worjt 
Man in the World. (5.) That an Abfolute Pardon does throw 
a flur upon God’s Wifdom, no lefs than it does upan his Juftice. 
(6.) Laitly, That the laft Judgment, and that Defcription gi- 
ven us of it in God’s Word, do fully aflure us, that, he has no fuch 
Defigns in his Counfels, asto,throw away. his Laws to gratifie 
his Enemies with Impunity:. Thefe are the Reafons which our 
Author alleges to prove that a Ggfpel-Pardon of Sin isno Abfolute 
but a Conditional Pardon. 7 
~ His next Propofition as deliver’d in the Third Chapter, is 
this; That becaufe the Gofpel in this very Cafe is the Revelation of God's 
Will, and becanfe the Will and Counfel of God in that Gofpel revealed, 
1s the Pardon and Salvation of Man: that therefore Jan's Sin isto be 
pardon’d, tho’ not by an abfolute or arbitrary Forgivenefs.. Here Mr. 
Staynoe tells us, that the Gofpel-Saluation contains in.it two things, 
viz. Pardon of Sin, and the Gift of Eternal Happinefs, to the ob- 
taining of which, two other things are required in the, Gofpel: 
1. An Expiation of Sin; and, 2. A Reftitution to. Holinefs,,. As to 
expiation of Sin, he fhews in the remaining part. of this Chapter, 
that Man cannot by his own Repentance, nor, by the: Sacrifice of 
himfelf, nor by the Death o* any Creature, expiate his Sias ;,,and 
concludes with four practical Inferences drawn from what had 
been faid. | 
Having thus prov’d that an Expiation for our Sin could neli- 
ther be made by our Selves, nor by any other Creature,-and 
confequently, that He, who could make good fach an Expiation 
muft be more than a mere Creature ; He proceeds in the Fourth 
Chapter to fhew at large, That the Perfon to whom. alone the Ex- 
piation of Sin is by the Scriptures afcrib’d, is by the fame Scrip- 
tures reprefented | to us, (1.) As God; <2.) As Mans (.).As 
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God and Man: united ‘in one Perfon, or God Inearnate sand he 
clofes this Chapter likewife with feveral praéticat Inferences. 

Inthe two ‘next Chapters our Author at largetind by many 
Arguments. undertakes-to fhew (1.) That the Son'of God, by 
his Incarnation, accommodated his Condition’ fef the making 
good the Expiation of Man’s Sin: And (2.). THat the Divinity 
of the Son of God is neceffary for the Expiation of Man’s Sin, as 
well. as his Humanity. (After this, in the Sixth Chapter, he 
draws feveral Dodirinal Inferences ; and concludes it with offer- 
ing a general Proof, That as our Saviour did aétually die, fo he 
might juftly die for the Expiation of Sin. 

The Seventh Chapter 1s {pent by Mr.Stayxoe in anfwering Three 
Objections that are, brought by the Adverfaries of this Doctrine. 
The firft Objeftion.is againft the Fufiide of our Saviour’s Suffer- 
ing in order to the obtaining of our Pardon, and runs thus ; 
“That fuch Suffering cannot therefore be juft, becaufe in Jultice 
“and Equity. they are due toUs and not to Him: &c. Inreply to” 
this plaufible Obje‘tion, our Author offers the following Confide- 
derations: (1.) That there is no Doubt,made by any of Mankind 
that he knows of, but that in fome: Cafes one may become a Sure- 
ty for another ; and that ifthe Principal fails in the performance 
of his juft Obligations, the Surety;fo far as he ftands Bound for 
him) is obliged in Juftice to makegood fuch Obligations. © (2.) 
That in fuch a Cafe, where one Perfon undergoes the Punifhment 
due to the Crimes of another, the Punifhment fo inflifted, can 
fo much the lefS be tax’d of Injuftice, if the Perfon who under- 
goes it, do undertake it freely and willingly. (3.) Laftly, That 
where that Perfon, who willingly fuffers for another’s Crime, has 
an undoubted Right and Title in all thofe things, and an uncon- 
trolable Power to difpofe of all thofe things, which are either 
damnified or loft by firch his Sufferings : in fuch a Cafe, as there 
is no injury done ‘to his Perfon by reafon of his willingnefs to fuf- 
fer; fo neither is there any Violence offer’d to any Law of Ju- 
ftice, by reafon of fuch his undoubted Right and abfolute Power. 
This is the-fubftance ofiour Author’s Anfwer to the firft Objection, 
which he illuftrates very diftin@ly, and retorts the Objection 
upon the Socinians themfelves, who raife it. oat 

The Second Objection agaiaft our Saviour’s Expiation of our: 
Sins by his Death, is in fhort this, “ That his Death was but a 
“Temporal Punifument ; but the Expiation pretended to be made, 
“ was of am Eternal Punifhment. To this our Author gives a a 
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and<lire&t Anfwer, thewing from the Dignity of the Perfon who 
fuffer’d, and fron. feveral other Confiderations, that the Death 
of our Saviour, though but the Death of Ove; and that a Tem- 
poral Death too; yet was more available in the fight of God 
towards the regoneiling of Sinners to him, and procuring their 
penton, than all the Ererval Deaths-in the World -could have 
The Third and Laft Objettion againft our Saviour’s Expiati- 
on of Sin, aad that which does indeed rather attempt to prove 
the Lnpoffibility, than the Injuftice of the Thing, is this ; “ That if 
“our Saviour be God himfelf, and if this very Saviour did die 
“to reconcile Sianers to God ; then it will follow, That God fuf- 
“ fer’d to reconcile Sinners to himfelf : which, at the very firft, 
“looks abfurd. To this Mr. Staynoe replies, (r.) That it may 
indeed feem abjird to Humane Reafon, which in many. other 
things, but more cfpecially in the Things of God, is very oftea 
guided by dark and blind Meafures. But yet that there is no 
Abfurdity in it he proves by the next particulars ; for he goes 
on (2.).to tell us, That our Saviour being a Middle Perfor be- 
tween Ged aad A4m,; a Mediatorin his Perfor, as well asin his 
Office, as he was not fo AZaz, but that he*was Ged; fo he was 
not {0 Ged, but that he was Ader; fo that ftriétly and properly 
{fpeaking, it was Avan; and not God, who fuffer’d im the perfor . 
of our Saviour. -(3.) He adds, Becaufe God ‘and Man: were per- 
fonally united. in our Saviour, and fo made-up but one Chrift, 
therefore onr Reafon will tell us, that the'Sufferings of fuch a 
Man muft receive an immenfe Value from his perfonal Unioa 
with God. (4.) Laftly, he concludes; That though-the-Expie- 
tion of the Sin of Maa was one Defign both of our.

But fince Mr. Wing has modeftly declin’d, taking no-— 
tice of thofe Particulars, wherein he juftly, merits the Approbati- 
on of all Artifts and Praétitioners in that neceilary Art,which he 
endeavours to explain; we fhall defire our Reader to give us leave 
to draw’ before him a more fall and particular Abftract of the 
whole atJarge.

pendix; and Fir'lt he gives us the Reafoa, Why the Plain — 
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béen hitherto the beft Contriv’d Inftrument for taking the Scitua- 
‘tion of Land; and then fhews the Manner of making the Obferva- 
tion by it, together with the Agreement it has with the Protraétion 
which bears the fame Relation to the Paper, whereon the Map is de- 
fcrib’d, as the Inftrument has to the Land furvey’d; and withall 
deferibes the Chain for Meafuring the Diftances from Station to 
Station.

His Seventh and Laft Book, isin three dictin& Parts, and con- 
fifts principally of Neceffary Problems in Spherical Trigenomesry, 
whereby he propofes to give his Reader fufficient Inftruction how 
to anfwer al] Queftions, that may ferve him in Geography, the Do-~ 
&rine of the Sphere, Affronomy, and Gnomonics, not omitting any 
thing that might contribute to the Information of the Ingenious 
and curious Surveyor: At the Clofe of this Book, are.annex’d Tables 
of Right and Oblique Afcenfion in Time to every five Degrees of 
North and South Latitude. 

Thus far he continues the Art of Surveying, under a Plain and 
eafie Method, and a Style very fuitable and Familiar to all Capa- 
cities ; and tho’ it be not our Province to recommend any thing par- 
ticularly to the World, but only to content our felves with giving 
our Readers a bare and impartial View of fuch Pieces as are daily 
publifh’d for the Ufe of the Learned; yet we muft needs take No- 
tice thus far of Mr: Wing’s Performance in this Piece of Prattival 
Mathematics (fince we have fo few of this Nature that comeabroad, 
able to bear the Teft) thathe feemsin the Choice of Matter proper 
for his Subjeét, and the Vniverfality of what he has deliver’ in 
his Book, to have much outdone what ever has appear d hitherto in 
Enghfh of the like Nature. len 

We have nothing to offer npon the Scientia Scellarum, which con- 
fifts almoft altogether of Tables, only to obferve, That he has not 
omitted the Exemplificatiom of their Ufes, and withait g-ven. ps 

Tables under every Head, for all the Planets fucceflively. ha 
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Acouracy arid Correétnels of them we mutt leaveto the Learn. 
ed World to examine. But we are apt to believe, fince he has

N the Preface, our Right Reverend Author informs us at 
large of the Motives that led him firft to Compofe, and now 
to publifh this Ex»ofition; and then gives us an Account of the 
Method in which he executed this Defign, and.avhat Books and 
Authors he perus’d in order to make the Work as Compleat as 
poflible ; fo that in what he has done, he profefles -that he is, as 
to far the greateit Part, rather an Hiftorian, and a Colledor of 
what others have writ, .than an Author himfeli. 

Before he enters upon the Articles themfelves, He by way of 
Introduction treats of the Title of them, upon which he confiders, 
(1.) The Time, the Occafion and Defign,of Compiling them. 
(2.) The Authority*that is tamp’d upon them bot by Church 
and State, and the Obligation that lies upon all of our Commu- 
nion to aflent uate them, and more particularly the Importance 
of the Subfcription to which the Clergy are obliged. Thefe 
things he has haadled very particularly, and has fet them in a 
clear Light: After which he has fet dowa the Differences of Rea- 
ding there are between the Priated Editions and the MSS. of 
the Articles, according to tw Collations made between the 
Priated Editions, and the MSS. of Corpus Chrifti College 1n Cam- 
bridge, wherein the Difkerences are mark’d very minutely, and 
with fuch a {Crupulous exactuefs as became a matter ot this Im- 
portance. ab 

It would take up one or two Journals to give you an eatire 
Abftraét of this large and Elaborate Work. All therefore we 
think proper to. be done, is to give you in the General a fhort 
_ Idea and Character of the Performance, and- then to jufbifie this 
Character aud idea by one or two laitances. 

As to the firft Point, it muft be faid that none before. our 
Author has handled this Argument with fo much Candour, Im-

partiality 
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partiality and. Moderation ashe has done. Thofe whd have. at- 
tempted.any thing this way before him, have commonly been Men 
wedded to one Party or other, and accordingly have made the Ar- 
ticles of the Church to fpeak in their particular Favour, and in 
Oppofition to all other Seéts and Parties whatever. So that-what 
they did, could not be look’d upon as a fulland clear Explanation 
of the Thirty Nine Articles, but rather as an Expofition of their 
awn Private Sentiments. And no wonder, that Men whoare un- 
happily engag’d in any Party, fhonid deal thus with the Articles 
of our Church; fince they are no lefS tender of the Scriptures 
themfelves, which they otten make to {peak more their own Senfe, 
than the Will of God. But now our bifhop has taxen a quite con- 
trary Method in this Treatife, and whatever his own Private Opi- 
nions are as to thefe Matters, thefe he conceals, remembring, That 
he is explaining the Senfe of the Churcli, and not his Own. In the 
whole Management of this Argument, he fays nothing that may 
reafonably exafperate any Party of Men, but Whély aims at healing 
and accommodating thofe Differences, that are betweea the Chri- 
ftians of. feveral Denominations, as well as to abate the Controver- 
fies that have been rais’d among thofe of our own Church. That 
he may anfwer this his main Defign, he expounds the Articles fair- 
ly, and in. as large a Senfe, as they are capable of bearing, that fo 
by this Latitude he may comprehend, and take in the Moderate Men 
of all Opinions and Perfwafions. In thofe Articles therefore, which 
admit of any Controverfie, he fairly lays down the Opinions and 
Arguments of all fides, and then fhews, by his Expofition of the 
Article, how. reconcileable thefe their different Opinions are to 
the Senfe of the Church, and that they agree with her in the Maia 
Points, tho’ they differ in the’ Manner of Exprefling their Sen- 
timents. bh wy TNS : * i : 

Of the Moderation and ‘Impartiality of the Bifhop, every one 
muft beconvine’d, whoferioufly and attentively perufes what he has. 
offer’'d on Artic. -17. Concerning Predeftination, and Election.

“‘ That there isno part of the whole Work, in which he has La- 
“ hour’d with more Care, and has writ in a more uncommon Me- 
“ thod, than concerning Predeftination.” - This Article, it feems;

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In treating of it, he propofes to Himfelf this Method’: Fir: 
To ftate the Queftion, together with the Confequences that arife 
out of it. Secondly, To give an Account of the Differences that 
have arifen upon it. Thirdly, To fet out the Strength of the Opi- 
nions of the Contending Parties, with all poffible Impartiality and 
Exaétnefs. Fourthly, To fee how far they agree, and how far 
they differ; and to fhew what Reafon there is for bearing with 
one another’s Opinions in thefe Matters: And Fifthly, To con- 
fider how far, we of This Church, are determin’d by this Article, 
and how far we are at Liberty to follow any of thofe different Opi- 
nions. . This is the Scheme laid down, let us now enter into the 
Particulars of it. 

I. The whole Controverfy (as the Bifhop fays) may be reduc’d 
to one fingle Point , viz. Upon what Views did God form his Par- 
pofes and Decrees concerning Mankind? @c. From this, fays he, 
three main Queftions arife; (1.) Whether both God and Chrift 
intended, That Chrift fhould only die for that particular Num- 
ber, whom God intended to fave? Or for All, fo that every Man 
that would, might have the Benefit of his Death, and none exclu- 
ded from it, but fuch as wilfully rejeé&ted it? (2. y Whether thofe 
Afliftances God gives to Men, to enable them to obey him, are 
of their own Nature fo Efficacious and Irrefiftible, that they never 
fail‘of producing the Effect for which they are given ; or, Whether 
they are only fufficient to enable a Man to obey God ; fo that their 
Efficacy comes from the Freedom of the Will, that 1 may Or may 
not cooperate with them as it pleafes.. (3.) Whether "fach Per- . 
fons do,and maft certainly perfevere,to whom fuch Grace is given; 
er, Whether they may not entirely and finally 1 fall away from that 
State ? 

Il. Having thus ftated the Controverfy,and the feveral Queftions 
arifing:out of it, our Author next ee to give us the feveral 
Differences that have arifen upon it ;, which we beg Leave to in- 
fert in the Bifhop’s own Words, to avoid all.

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which our Author takes .notice-of, after which he gives us a 
fhort View of the Hiftoryof-the Controverfie;, tells us what 
were the Opinions’ of the Sroigks and. Epicureans. among ithe Hea= 
thens, of the Sadducees, Effens and, Pharifees -among the Yews,, of 
the Gnofticks, Marcionites, and AMamchees, Hereticks among the 
Chriftians, concerning this Matter, with the Senfe of the Greek 
and Latin Churches inthe firft Ages of Chriftianity; and carrysit 
down to our own times. : 7 

III. In the third Place, the Bifhop reprefents dt. large the Ar- 
guments, which each party makes ufe of to maiatain its particu. 
lar Opinion, and does it, according to his, firft Propofal with 
all poflible Impartiality and Exactnefs. From thence he pro- 
ceeds, 

IV. Inthe fourth place, to.confider how. far: they agree and 
. difagree in this Matter, and This he does by making fome Re- 
fiections upon the whole. He obferves that both “fides feem. zea- 
Jous for God and his Glory. and in this are very wel] agreed: 
That the difference of their Opinions arifes from the different Ideas 
they have of God, the one fide arguing from the Infinite perfeéti- 
on, Independency and Abfolute Sovereignty of God; and the o- 
ther from his Attributes of Juftice, Truth, Holinefs, Goodnefs 
and Mercy. He farther Obferves, ‘that fince both thefe Ideas are 
true, and Menare only miftaken in the extent of them, and in the 
confequences drawn fromm them; there are the cleareft Grounds 
imaginable for a mutual Forbearance, for not judging Men 
impericuily, nor cenfuring them feverely on either fide. He 
likewife takes notice of the feveral practical Advantages which 
both the Calvinift and Remonftrant may deduce from their ,refpe- 
étive Opinions, with the peculiar Temptations to which they’are 
both expos’d. Laftly, under this Head, he blames them for the 
manner wherein they manage this Controverfie; in that they 
charge one another with the Confequences of their Opinions, as 
ifthey were truly their Tenets , and in that, both fides do too of; 
ten {peak very boldly of God. an 

V. Inthe laft place, He gives us the Senfe of the Church as 
to this Article of Predeftination and Eleétion; fhewing how 
comprehenfive it is ia its Expreflion, fo as to take in all Sides, 
both the Calvinists and Remonftrants.. In the profecuting of this 
whole Matter, the Bifhop has kept to his propofed Indifference, 
and has not declar’d his own Opinion in the Cafe. Only. in the 
Preface he owns, That herein he. follows the Dottrine nf ie

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Greek Church,)from which St. Austin departed,sand formed a 
new -Syftem. » And ‘after this Declaration, he spas both to S. 
Auftin’s Difeiplés, and to the Calvinift! whether hiechas not fated 
both their Opinions:and Arguments,.not only wich 'Trothand 
Candor, but with all poflible Advantages.

We might from othér Articles of the Church explain’d by thie 
Biuhop,: produce other Inftances, of his Exaétaefs,: impartiality, 
and Moderation : but we fuppofe no nore need to be added after 
that large View we havé exhibited of thefe things,ia his Expofition 
of the 17th. Article of which we haveshere giveu'you an Abltra.

HE People call’d Quakers feem for the moft part to be Men 
of an odd fort of Compofition ; They pretend indeed toa 
Light within, which they fet. up as an infallible Guide and Di- 
rector to them, and -yet notwithitanding: this -help, they wander 
in the Dark, and cannot difcern the ftrength of a clear Argu- 
ment when offer’d to them. Prejudice, Obftinacy,. andjPaflion 
have fo far blinded the Eyes of their Underftandings, that they can- 
not fee the Truth, even when it fhines bright upon them. Nor is 
their Wii in a better Frame, for though they make high Pretences 
to Plaine/s, Upright-Dealing and Sincerity, yet in the management 
of their Difputes, and in the'Anfwers they return to an Adverfa- 
ry, they shew themfelves fo full of Shuffles, Shifts and Evafions,that 
one would be tempted to think that their Sincerity and Plain-Deal- 
ing are only Notions retain’d in the Theory, but never reduc’d to 
Prattice. We would not be thought too Uncharitable to this 
fort of Men, nor are we for carrying the Point too far. We 
pity all Tender Minds, and fuch as thefe we prefume would har- 
ken to Réeafon, were they not hinder’d by others. But we can- 
not but blame thofe, who ftand out againft all Conviction, and 
againft the pen’ Demontftration of their Errors, viz. plain and. 
downright 





tters of Fact Had. 
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Had we doother Evidence of this their Proceedin et thei 

ftanding out againft what the Author of rhe Snake aie Oral wd 
offer’d to them from plain Matters of Fact, isa fufficient Teltimo. . 
ny of it. He,to prove their Errors upon them, did in that 
Treatife produce Evidences out of their own Writings, even out 
of fuch as were penn’d by the Leaders of their Se&, which have 
never been fupprefs’d or oppos’d by any ofthat Party. In Anf- 
wer to the Snake in the-Grals, George Whitehead appears with 
his Antidore, Fofeph Wyeth with his Appendix to the Antidote, 
and another with his Anguis Flagellatus. But ueither of thefe give 
any direct Reply to what the Author of the Snake had charg’d 
the Quakers with, as is made appear in the Treatife now before 
us. 

This Defence is divided into two Parts, the firft anfwering 
George IWhitehead’s Antidote, and: the fecond conaliders the Apper- 
dix to the Antidote, fubfcrib’d by Fofeph Wyerh, and Iatituled, 
Primitive Chriftianity continued, &c. Each of thefe Parts our Au- 
thor has cait into diftimé& Seétions, of all which it would be, 
too greata Trefpafs upon the Reader to give him a particular 
account. We fhall therefore only touch upon the moit princi- 
pal Paflages, leaving the reft to the farther perufal of the more 
Inquifitive. 

In the firft five Sections of the firft Part, our Author coafi- 
ders; (1.) George Whitehead’s Pleafantry upon the Author of the 
Snake, in not thinking his Book at firft worth anfwering, and yet 
afterwards putting himfelf to the trouble of doing it. (2.) His 
Meek and Lamb-like Treatment of that Author, againft whom 
he fpits the Venom and Bitternefs of his Spirit in feveral virulent 
Expreflions to be met with in the whole Aztidore, a Sample of 
which the Defender here gives us. (3.) He farther confiders 
George Whitebead’s Cry of Perfecution.againft that Author. (4.) 
George’s Addrefs to his own. Work, which runs.in- thefe Words, 
“J confels then (fays he p. 5. of his sdntidore) a Holy Zeal rhe 
“ Zord-raifes, and has rais’d in my Heartand Soul, againft fuch 
“ Bitter, Implacable, and perftcuting Spirits. And the Lord’s 
“Power I have. felt and do feel! it to accompany and inable mein 
‘‘ Defence of his Blefled Truth and People. ’Tis pity (adds he) 
‘* but this defaming Author (meaning the Author of the Sia ) 
* fhould be publickly expos’d by Namefor his Fol y and Outrage, 
“that he may not be faffer’d to {culk and hide himfelf like 4 Snake. 
tam the Grafs. 5.) Laftiy, the Defender takes notice how G. 
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Whitehead fhoffles about their Anfwer to the 7 Queries which 
were fent by. Dr. Lancafter to their Yearly Meeting, in the Year 
1695. and afterwards gives us a fhort Scheme! of the Quaker’s 
Principles, and'the Monitrous Foundation of them: . 

. The Author of the Snake had given feverat Inftances of fome 
Quakers being poffefs’d with the Devildin a moft Wondertul and > 
Aftonifiing Manner, and particularly related the Story of fobs 
Gilpin, and others.

That there is no Natural Light; or Reafon in Man: Bot that all-in’ 
him is Divine. _(2,) From their aflerting; That by this Light within, 
they are not only equal to God, in fome Senfe ; but that they arevery:

he takes, in profecuting thereof, it may not be amifs. to give you 

or a Particular Account of what is contain’d in this Excellent 
reatie, : 

The Firft Part is divided into Twelve Chapters: In the Firlt of 
which he fhews the Mifchief and Danger of Inconfideration. For he 
fays, “ ‘That of all the Caufes, which contribute either to the draw- 
** ing Men into Sin at firft, or to confirm them ia the Habits of it, 
“cor hardning them init finally, to their utter and’ eternal Undo- 
“Sing ; none is more general, none more frequently charg’d in Seri- 
“* pture, than the Want of Coufideratien.” toe thie Proo of which, 
feveral Paflages out of J/aiahare'produc’d, The Caufes which F- 
-  Parfens alligns of Inconfideration, are thefe’: (1.) A: Fear, lebtiby 
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this Means Men fhould be brought to fee, and condemn thofe Faults, 
which they cannot prevail with Themfelves to forfake;, and there- 
fore choofe to continue infenfible of. (2.) Worldly-mindedaek, 
by which Men are totally immerfed, in the Cares and Pleafures of 
this Life; fo that the Thoughts of Got, aad their Spiritual Con- 
cerns gre utterly fhut out; and thus the Soul has no room left 
for her own proper Bufinefs, which is Confideration. (3.) And 
Laftly, A certain Levity and Unthinking Temper of Mind, which 
troubles it felf with nothing, that is Serious and Weighty; but ac- 
counts Life a Paftime, and feeks nothing above Recreation. Inthe 
Clofe of this Chapter, he fhews, That Contideration mult defend 
even tothe minuteft Particulars. 

As the Foundation of all Holy Refolution, and even of Religion it 
felf,our Author,in the Second Chapter,laysdown the Knowledge of 
a God ; and here in two diftiné& Sections, is fhewn what Arguments 
the Heathens and Jews had to prove that there is a God, rewarding 
Good, and punifhing Evil. Here you will meet with many curious . 
Reafons and Arguments, which would be too tedious to infert in 
this our Journal. . 

In the Third; Chapter, he informs us of the End for which 
Man was Created ; and here he tells us, That God’s Word aflures 
us, Prove16.4, That he made all Things for Himfelf, and confequently 
Men, by no means, the leaft and moft inconfiderable Part of his 
Works. After this, he fays, That this Confideration rightly. im-

Having prov’d, That the End for which Man was created, is 
the ferving of God, and thereby gaining Eternal Happinefs; He 
next proceeds in the fifth Chapter, to fhew wherein that Service 
confifts. Which, he fays in fhort confifts in believing the Do- 
&rines,which Jefus and his Difciples have taught; and in obeying 
thofe Rules and Precepts, which they have left us for the Govern- 
mént of our Lives: and here he treats diftingly of Faith and 
Good Works. : 

What our Author treats of in the following Chapters of the 
firft Part, concerning Efchewing Evil, and doing Good, cdéncer- 
ning the laft great day of Account ; Of the Nature and Guilt of 
Sin, with the Aggravations of it; Of the Time of our Death, 
and thedifferent Notions we fhall then have of the Matters rela- 
ting to our Souls; Of the Sinners punifhment after this Life; 
and of the noble Rewards of good Men: Thefe Points, we fay, 
are very copious Subjects, and fuch as would carry us out too far, 
fhould we only offer to give an Abftraét of what is faid by F.

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Another Obftruction, treated of in the Sixth Chapter, Is Mens 
deferring their Repentance, out of a vain Hope of doing it torbetter 
Advantage hereafter..
